Many Associations Again Fail
to Furnish U. 8. @. A.
With Data.

According to the United States Golf
Association’s ellgibility list just lssued

there are 200 players who may If they
care to competa In the next natlonal
amatewr champlonship which
held over the links of the"St. Louls
Country Club, St. Louis, Mo., Septem-
ber 17 to 4. That this will be the final
total ia not a bit likely for once again
the U. 8 G. A, finds that no matter
bow many warnings and notices It
sends broadcast it is next to impossi-
bls to get all of the sectional assocla-
tlons to take sufficlent {nterest in this
most important matter to furnish the
data necessary in the preparation of
this ellgibllity list.

The chances are, therefore, that a
supplementary list will have to be pub-
lished some time prior to the natlonal
championship for there is nothing more
certain to bring the dellnquent sec-
tlonal sssoclations to their senses than
the protests of golfers who by their
negligence have necessarily been left
off the first llst,

The task of preparing the list this
year has devolved upon James D.
Standish, Jr., of Detroit, chalrman; R.
D. Lapham of San Franclsco, E. 5.
Litchtield, C. W. O'Connor, T. P. Paine,
Stuart Stickney and C. G. Waldo, Jr.
And a task It has been, In all con-
sclence.

Cluba and individual golfers are re-
minded that the ellgibility list of the
U. 8. G. A. 1s complled from lists of
players nominated by the various’ seo-
tonal assoclations throughoutr the
country. Players whose names are in
ths official list are entitled to compets

‘in the national amateur champlonship,

1f any player whose name does not ap-
pear on the officlal list desires to be
included he may submit for considera-
tion through the secretary of the sec-
tional association governing his dis-
trict three scores, verified by a marker
and certified by the secretary of his
club, of three rounds of elghteen holes
each, played on different days over the
regular course of the club, a member
of the U. 8. G. A., together with such
other evidence of qualification as he
may possess.

The secretary of any sectional asso-
elation may nominate a player for the
consideration of the eligibility list com-
mittes of the U. 8. G. A, upon informa-
tion which he conslders sufficlent.

It is thought that as the champlon-
ship this year is to be played In the
middle west a great many young and
obscure golfers may wish to avail
themselvea of the above proviso. As ls
usual the roster 18 headed by the name
of the natlonal amateur champion
Charles Evans, Jr, and after that the
players are listed ulphsbeuca\ly

names appear on the ellgibil st
should so notify Mr. MoMahow at the
earllest possible moment. Entries
should be made through club msecre-
taries, and an entrance fee of §5 must
accompany each entry.

This year the tournament will start
on a Saturday, on which day the en-
tirs field will play a preliminary
qualifylng round of elghteen holes.
The first sixty-four will be eligible to
continue for thirty-six holes more on
Monday, Beptember 19.

the ks during the last few, years the
possibility of the galleryites having these
questions answered becomes more Te-
mote with each succesding year. The
method pursued by the average golfer
nowadays {8 to secure a, position near
the tee and walt for the championship
asplrants to drive, That over, he scur-
ries through a whirl of tangled legs.
feet, umbrellas, newspapers, falls or runs
over slippery fairway and up and down
slopes until he is halted by the ery of
“Fora!" Not once does he hear this
ery, but a half dozen tlmw.

Slnce once ought to be'sufficlent, the
average golfer pays little heed and
brushes around to the front row. There
he watches the players hit the ball, pay-
ing all attentlon to the flight of the
sphers rather than,to how the shot was
made, for must he not hasten to the next
vantage spot to see the mashie pitch
or the putt. That done, away the
next hole for a repeat, . wilted collar.
a call at the nearest pop statlon and
away, happy, perhaps, to home, ready
for another go at it on the morn.

Comparing the Styles.

We have exaggerated not a whit
Most of the answers to the Hows come
from & few golfers who watch the cham-
plon goifers in thelr practice rounds and
can tell the means whereby the resulls
are secured. A championship but for
the tremendous galleries would be the
finest sort of a place for style compari-
gcn, but those days have long since gone,
never to return. Wherefore it la neces-
sary for the golfer to read and digest
rather than see and assimilate

But there are golfers eager to learn
who have thought out a system of se-
curing impressions which will ald them
in thelr game. They go to a particular
point of vantage, usually high land and
generally near a short hole. There they
stay for an hour at a time watching the
various styles of the many golfers who
pass, and commenting with a friengd.
At another time they will go to a tee
and there watch patiently. The net re-
sult 1s satisfying for the time belng at
least. Usually attempts to copy are dis-
astrous.

But many a golfer will see champlons
in the making perform in queer fashion.
Standing near the thirteenth green at
Columbla during the recent champion-
ship we saw the following viclations of
the rules: Out of ten players three ran
thelr putter bindes over the line of putt,
taking with them leaves and loose par-
ticles, If done on that green it prob-
ably was done on every green where
such particles were seen between the
ball and the hole. Onme of thess players
finished in the prize list.

A fine example this for a half hundred
or more golfers who may or may not
know that particular action was a viola-
tion with a definite penalty attached!
Why these players did this was due, we
should say, to carelessness in practice
rounds among friends, where such
things as close attention to the letter
of the law iz a thing of the past.

Marker Didn't Know Rules.

Agaln at the thirteenth a golfer who
drove In the first trap facing the tee and
thirty yards from the pin walked round
the trap and pilcked up two twigs which
were In the line and were more than
twenty yards from the pin and at least
six or seven vards from his ball A

couple of golfers who knew the rules |

shrugged their shoulders, the marker for
the men never winked an eyelash, not
knowing the rules, or If s0 not caring in
any way to enforce them aven by ad-
monition. This golfer wha performed
thusly in the qualifying round also fin-
ished In the prize list.

And tnlk about patting down the lne
of the hole with the flat bottomed
base of the putters. This was done
many and many & time. But the rules
which we saw violated In 60 per cent
of the cases—think of that—by one out
of every two golfers, was whersa a
practice swing was attempted. Itarely
was the golfer ever a c¢lub length away
from the ball and there was seldom
an attempt made to stand that dis-
tance away.

We will not argue the case arc to
the merits of the rule, for we can
ses no reason why s golfer shouldn’t
swing within a few Inches of the ball,
provided he does not move ft, but since
the United States Golf Assoclation has
ruled that a golfer must be a clubs
length away why not live up to the
rule or else make a protest and have
the rule abolished? Once agaln the
laxity which creeps In with friendly
golf {s probably the reason for this
fallure Lo observe a principle.

It Is usually the case that the marke
ers chomen for duty know very lttle
about the rules or care less about
thelr job of enforcement. But what
about the falrness to the golfers who
are trying to play the game as it is
written?

Saw Player Pat Ground.

On the thirteenth green at Columbia,
again, we saw a golfer pat down the
ground between the ball and the hole.
He patted the ground directly in
front of the ball and then brushed
{maginary wormonsts aside, keeplng up
that performance all the way tu the |
hola whers uneven spots were saen.

Then he boled a longish putt, which |

we doubt, he would have made without
the confidence given to him in the
knowledge that the runway at least
was prepared.

Can you Imagine a golfer in & cham-
plonship standing sidewise when drop-

| ping a ball over his shoulder and look-

ing back to see |t he could drop the
ball in an advantageous nosition? That
Is what we and othars saw at the
twelfth hole after a good player had
gone Into the ditch on his second.
“But,” say a number of players with
whom we have talked on these mat-
ters, “we obey rules as other people.

It rules are made for strict obasrvance |

then why was no reprimand at least
glven to Chle Evana when he arrived
In Washington on the day set for his
play and, although, he could have
started by twosthirty or three, elected
ta play over the Chavy Chamss links
next door?"

The olearing up process should start
from the top and not ths bottom.
And thera ia more than a grain of
genfe In thia proposal

College Golf Has Improved.

College golf has improved wonder-
fully the last five years, more we
bolleve, than any other

ANDERSON.
group. The facts that letters are given
to et vk ananls

that the game has besn made a major
sport, have induced this condition.

In the play at Greenwich recently
the high spots were hit in golfing abll-
ity. 'The course is well trapped for in-
different shots, has good long and short
holes, and possesses the finest of put-
ting greens, which aild In the making
of low flgures, Uneven strength on the
greens will send the scores kiting,
while confidence is the portion of all
golfers when each putting surface is
the same In texture.

Looking over the long list of tour-
neys which have bean of prominence in
the last three or four years, there is
none which approaches the high excel-
lence of golf as exhibited at Green-
wich. Two golfers had scores under
the 70 mark and four others making
par look feeble, running ovar a stretch
of from six to nine holes. Dean and
Walker, In particular, did not show up
the course, but they did show up the
excellence of their own game, college
golf and the wonderful possibdlities.
Sweetser, Ward and McKee had
stretchea of lower than par golf. There
were & dozen cracking good golfers who
equalled or surpassed any of the old
time intercollegiate champlons with the
exception of H. Chandler Egan.

This i & very refreshing sign. There
was a time when college golfers cared
about mothing but a long drive, How
they did ply that wooden club round
their necks and break their backa to
get back of the swing! To-day It 1s all
different. There is little or no over-
swinging. The lively ball of course has
changed that to a great extent. None
of the golfers to-day has quite such long
back swings as when the ball was less
active.

To secure the maximum of straight-
ness, theory and practice insist that
complete control of the clubhead be had,
and this is best accomplished by a swing
which does not go beyond the horlzontal.

expert results and no losa of distance
due to a new found timing which carries
the weight into the ball at the correct
moment.,

Does Not Permit of Slugging.

The ball, therefore, does not permit of
that wild slugging which was once the
collegian’s pride. It scurrlea to trouble
too easily and quickly. The care for
straightness has brought about more at-

of less than a score in its junior cham-
plonship with New Jersey, having room
for many more entrants. But in Boston,
where the clubs in many instances per-
mit the boys to use the links even when
their fathers are not members of the golf
club, there was a turnout well over a
hundred. One boy had a 72 and others
showed games well down In the seven-
ties,

By more
rigid  adherence to style, by using
sounder judgment, by the early lessons
of experionce, by the higher standards
mado ench year, which became the
marks for attalnment, and in divers
other ways which only teaching can
bring anbout. To minimize the pres-
| ance of faults will be the great service
to ba performed by the coach. And the
standnrd of American golf will advance
to the greatest helghta,

OHN T. M'GOVERN of this ecity,
secretary of the committes in
charge of the athletic meet be-

tween Oxford-Cambridge and Princeton-
Cornell, has been closely ilentifled with
international track meets the last two
vears, and has done his work well. His
leadership, thoroughness and rare sense
of falrness and sportsmanship in han-
dling several important events {n 1820
and 1921 have eattracted considerable
ittention, and he has been complimented
by Lord Desborough, Hamer Greenwood
and other Englishmen and by Preskdent
Harding and American Amatsur Athletic
Union officials.

A croas-country runner at Cornell In
1900, Mr. McGovern never lost his in-
terest in his favorite sport. He has
been a regular officlal at intercollegiate
games, a member of the advisory coun-
cll on athletics at Cornell Unlversity
and a member of the United States com-
mittee on reorganization of Olymple

es,

He was In charge of a vislt of the
Cornell runners to Oxford and Cam-
bridge In 1820, and there began the ar-
rangements which resulted in the pres-
ent return vigit of Oxford-Cambridge,

He carried the expression, ““The ath-
lete of to-day is the statesmazn of to-
morrow,’ and his theory that pleasant
International relations may best be pre-
served eventually by bringing the young
university men of the countries into
contact with each other has been favor-
ably commented upon both in editorial
and sporting columns.

He is a member of the New York Bar
Assoclation, chairman of the Cornell
University Lawyers' Assoclation, an hon-
orary member of the Britlsh American

Club of London and New York, of the
Savage Club of London and New York.
He {s also a member of the Veterana'
Sociaty of the Seventh Regiment, of the

During the war he was an officer of
the Motor Transport Corps,

Th: following Is an extract from a
letter written by President Hearding to
Mr. McGovern, expressing appreciation
of his efforts In stimulating amicable
international relations:

*1 am desirous that you and your as-
sociates ehould be mssured of my Inter-
est and sino2re approval of such con-
tests as this. I know that in the past
years such friendly competitions have
done much for the promotion of those
splendid relations betweerl our country
and the Gover pks of the
United Kingdom, whioh have so excel-
lently served both countries for now u
full century. In these fine and manly
contests, the very essence of which is
true sportsmanship and real good fel-
lowehip, we have found the basis of
good understanding and friendly sentl-
ments,

“I have many times been Informed of
the plaasure with which our American
athletic representatives in Great Britaln
have received the hospitalities there
showered upon them, and I confidently
hops that our own treatment of visitors
from the other side will never fall of
full reciprocity. Whatever shall con-
tribute to the maintenance and further
improvement., if it be posasible, of the
splendid nalations so long existing be-
tween the two English speaking nations
must be of uﬂ'iee not nrlly to thm
nations, but, ind to every Int t of
civilization and humanity."
